LUCKBNE, S w i t z e r l a n d , Oct. 13, '88. 
To the Editor of TBK SKNTIMKL. 


Almost a week ago we left Munioh, 
starting there by fast train about 7 
o'clock in the morning. 
Over a long 
stretch of country we passed through 
land that would be benefited by a well 
enforced Indiana ditoh law. After a 
few hours travel we were in a more 
fruitful region, 
beautiful grazing lands 
with large herds of cattle and fertile 
agricultural soil. 
The great forests of 
Bavaria are the richest woodlands I have 
thus far noticed. 
The laws of that 
country are rigorous concerning forest 
planting, and just as rigorous in allow- 
ing the owner to cut a tree or even a 
twig at stated seasons only, and to a cer- 
tain extent of quantity likewise. 


Speeding along until noon-time we 
reached Lindau, the last city on that 
boundary in Bavaria. 
Here we took 
a boat on Lake Constance for an hour's 
ride 
to Bomanshom, in Switzerland. 
On this little trip wc pass the shores of 
Bavaria. Wurtemberg, Baden, Austria 
and Switzerland, all washed by the 
waters of this lake. 
From this place we 
started for Zurich, 
probably two 
hours railway 
ride. 
At our right we 
had a continuous chain of vineyards, up 
to a heighth where we would scarcely 
expect their successful growth. On the 
opposite side at intervals were turf 
diggings of considerable 
magnitude. 
Bye and bye we reached what proved to 
be an outstretched apple orchard, from 
on© railway station to an other. At 
every depot the people were piling up 
the fruit into strings of cars, whilst 
wagon-loads were waiting their turn. 
The apple crop in that part of Switzer 
land this year is unheard of for its im- 
mensity. 


At Zurich we waited to change cars, 
without any visit about the city. 
After 
an hours patience, we took the train to 
Waedenswyd, 
about 
twenty 
miles, 
changed cars again to ascend the moun- 
tain, between ten and twelve miles up- 
ward, till we reached, at 9 p. m., the 
village of Einsiedeln about 3,000 fe«t 
above the sea level. 


This village numbers probably 8,000 
souls; it is an active and pleasant burg. 
This is the original home, or the birth- 
place if you will, of the great printing 
and book concern of Benziger Brothers, 
started in 1792. 
They do an immense 
business here a.-» well as in their New 
York, Cincinnati and Chicago houses. 
They run here in Einsiedeln 
forty 
pressas for book printing, 
eighteen 
presses for chromo 
lithographing, a 
copper plate printing of seven presses, 
besides photographic, photozinkographic 
and xylographic studios, where a large 
number of arti.sts are engaged on re- 
ligious pictures. 
How is all this away 
up almost among the clouds! 
Their 
trade is not bounded by the horizon of 
any single country. 


Here too is the great Benedictine 
monastery in which over one hundred 
monks rise at 3:30 in the morning and 
resort to the church, together to say 
their choir services of the divine office. 
They continue active all the day, some 
in teaching, some in writing, others in 
musical composition, some in parochial 
duties, again others in preparing manu- 
script for printing, never resting, ex- 
cept to take their dinner and a half 
hours conversation 
afterwards, when 
they are again at work till 3 o'clock, at 
which hour they sing vespers. 
After 
these they are again at their task until 
supfer. 
At 7 o'clock 
they 
sing 
complines 
and at 
8:30 retire. 
They 
have 
nearly 
two hundred 
students 
from 
many 
parts of the 
country, who study languages, medi- 
cines, law, theology and other branches. 
The monastery church and the "Holy 
Chapel" -within the church, are objects 
of pious visits by an average of 150,000 
inlgrims every summer. 
The hotels of 
the place are excellent and fittetl out as 
well as many of the best in large cities. 
The Benedictine Fathers of Einsiedeln 
are an ascetic body of men and all are 
the reflection of health and contentment 
and I dare say they are a handsome 
class of gentlemen. 
They see little of 
the world, but they know everything of 
importance going on in the hemispheres. 
Every day at dinner, after a portion of 
the scriptures has been read, articles are 
taken up from a daily paper, and tlius 
they are kept apace with whatever is of 
interest. 


The Rt. Rev, Bishop will make a stay 
at the monastery until to-moiTOW, after 
which time he will meet me here. The 
Bishop has been suffering for a week 
past from a severe cold, but the fathers 
will have a care to him, and I trust that 
after the few days quiet he will have re- 
covered from it. The atmosphere up in 
that range was too cold for me, hence I 
am whence my letter is dated. 


Lucerne is a place of 20,000 inhabi- 
tants. It lies on the bay of the Lake of 
the Four Forest Cantons and on the 
River Reuss, which flows from the lake. 
For a mile or more along the wharf 
there is an avenue beneath the shade of 
a tiiousand buckeye trees. Boats, steam- 
boat«, ply back and forth all the day. 


'«•laqruig pMBmgen to and from tli« 
beantifnl scenes of the Four . Cantons. 
T h ^ skirt the shores of the land famous 
in its hMoty for the deeds (sung by 
Schiller in his account) of William TelL 
They show yon the spot where he shot 
the apple, and again where he repulsed 
the tyrant Gessler. Along this route you 
have 
scenery 
the most 
beautiful 
not only in Switzerland but iu Europe. 
Even now as I write, and look from the 
window, I see the beautiful blueish wa- 
ters, clear as crystal, along their opposite 
shores, the thick wildwood, and up and 
beyond, stretching as in a semi-circle, 
frissing into and above the clouds, the 
great snow covered mountains, whose 
icy frosts scarcely ever show any lessen- 
ing except a short interval under the 
piercing rays of the smelting sun in the 
heated hours of a summer soltice. 


The weather here at present, and it is 
common in this place this season, is such 
that people who are not acclimated, hav- 
ing no urgent business out, remain in- 
doors till about 11 o' dock, at which 
time the sun usually appears. 
From 
this on the day is wonderful fine until 
about 5 o'clock, when the sun goes 
down tinged with a faint flush of pink 
like the inside of a sea shell. 
During 
these indoor hours it is comfortable and 
pleasant to sit by the grate fire and 
occasionally raise one's eyes from his 
books, to watch the bright flame that 
licks the side of the chimney, and to in- 
dulge himself in reveries of the land 
beyond the sea. 
These Swiss people, wherever one meets 
them, are a quick, bright and active 
class. If you did not see the old houses 
and narrow streets in the old towns, and 
the historic churches and paintin s, 
meeting only the people, you could 
scarce judge in many instances, that you 
are not among Americans. They are, in- 
deed, a very handsome people, and they 
have a certain dash about them which 
makes you notice them. 
They hasten 
through the streets with business tact 
not common in many places on the con- 
tinent. 
The spirit of William Tell and 
the elan of his compatriots never ilie in 
Switzerland. 


In Laudon, at the Midland hotel, we 
had gas light in our rooms. The Mid- 
land is one of Laudon's best hotels. At 
Cologne they have gas in the reading 
room, dining room and hallways, but 
candle light for your apartments. I 
found the same at Coblentz. at Limburg 
an ' iu Munich. 
Here in little Lucerne, 
you 
have 
but to 
turn 
a 
button 
at 
your 
bedside and 
your room is brilliant with electric 
light, with which the whole house is 
illuminated. 
Most of the office men 
and waiters talk German, French and 
English fairly well. 


Lucerne derives its importance and its 
success of late years from its lix-ation 
since the opening of the St. Gothard 
tunnel. 
There are probably 150 people 
here to day in the hotels i)u their way 
into Italy. 
Most of them are English, 
all going by the St, Gothard. 


Speaking of gas and candles a moment 
ago, I should not fail to state that no- 
where in Germany, nor in Switzerland, 
does the hotel funiish soap. 
A oiike of 
soap may be a trifle, but unless one 
knows in advance that hotels do not 
supply the article, the rather sudden 
discovery is a bit annoying, but when 
prepared for it the advantage is eipially 
good and reatlily realized. 
Henceforth 
you are provided with a cake that servos 
but youi-self. 
An air »if (ileanliness, so 
well as that of exclusiveness, "you 
know," and in keeping perhaps with 
Lord Chesterfield's code of logic. 


The cable no doubt gives you the 
news from the capital of Franco. 
Paris 
is -wild and all the leading European 
papers are writing day aftin- day of the 
alleged impending crisis. 
I need not 
go farther in tliis. 
Befoni my let- 
ter gets to Fort Wayne, the news wotild 
be old, and whatever happens you will 
know before this reaches you. 
Certain- 
ly matters are all i)ut satifucton" among 
that versatile people.

It is a bad sign of the times that there 
are so many men and women who, not 
having any genuine j)ublic life or duty, 
are still delighted to hear themselves 
talked about as if they were public per- 
sons, and who get all the harm of no- 
toriety without any of its stimulus for 
the discharge of definite resjjonsibilties. 
The man of whom nobody knows that 
he is pledged to any particular line of 
conduct—nay, of whom nol)ody knows 
anything except that he has had his fin- 
gers privately in many pies which pub- 
lic men have been concerned in baking, 
but sometimes for one purpose and 
sometimes for another—is likely to have 
his head turned by notoriety, without 
having, in any single direction, any 
clearer view of duty or keener sense of 
obligation. 
It may be delightful to 
such a man to see an alter ego called by 
his name and universally recognized as 
a factor in public life without his feel- 
ing one whit clearer as to what he ia 
bound by his reputation to say or do in 
furtherance of his fame. 
But such an 
alter ego is a sort of fetich which is sure 
to confuse his own sense of 
personal 
identity instead of to define it, and to 
mystify instead of to steady him. 
The 
wish of private parties to be talked 
about and thought about and written 
about by people who have no solid facts 
on which to base their estimates of them, 
and who must make them the centers of 
mere gossip, if they make a fuss about 
them at all, is a diseased wish which has 
a solely corrupting tendency. 
More- 
over, that kind of self-consciousness is 
purely intoxicating, and, what is worse, 
inspires an even deeper and deeper pas- 
sion for the intoxicating draught.

licity without public < bty and without 
conferring on the public any power to 
verify the discharge of duty by the per- 
son thus made spuriously public, is one 
of the most heady and poisonous of the 
ingredients of private 
life.—London 
Spectator.

a boat on Lake Constance for an hour's 
ride to Bomanshorn, in Switzerland. 
On this little trip w« pans the shores of 
Bavaria. Wurtemberg, Baden, Austria 
and Switzerland, all washed by the 
waters of this lake. From this place we 
started for 
Zurich, 
probably two 


hours railway ride. At our right we 
had a continuous chain of vineyards, up 
to a heighth where we would scarcely 
expect their successful growth. On the 
opposite side at intervaht were tnrf 
diggings of considerable magnitude. 
Bye and bye we reached what proved to 
be an outstretched apple orchard, from 
one railway station to an other. At 
every depot the people were piling up 
the fruit into strings of can, whilst 
•wagon-loads were waiting their turn. 
The apple crop in that part of Switzer 
hind this year is unheard of for its im- 
mensity. 


At Zurich we waited to change ears, 


without any visit about the city. After 
an hours patience, we took the train to 
•Waedemwyd, 
about 
twenty 
miles, 


changed cars again to ascend the moun- 
tain, between ten and twelve miles up- 
ward, till we reached, at 9 p. m., the 
village of Einsiedeln about 3,000 fe*t 
above the sea level. 


This village numbers probably 8,000 


iroulu; it is an active and pleasant burg 
This is the original home, or the birth 
plane if you will, of the great printing 
and book concern of Benziger Brother!, 
started iu 1792.

The Benedictine Fathers of Einsiedel 
are an ascetic body of men and all 
the reflection of health and cqntentmen 
and I dare say they are a handsom 
class of gentlemen. They see little o 
the world, but they know everything 
importance going on in thehemispheres 
Every day at dinner, after a portion o 
the scriptures has been read, articles ar 
taken up from a daily paper, and thu 
they are kept apace with whatever is 
interest.

increase in gross earnings as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1887. 
The net earnings of the month are over 
9306,000 larger than in August, and 
$500,000 more than the highest for any 
previous month in the year. 
The de- 


crease of $144,866 as compared with the 
corresponding month of 1887 is the 
smallest decrease reported in any month 
this year, and must be regarded as a 
very favorable feature, 
The company's 


officials expect much better results from 
the business for October, and they think 
there will be only a slight decrease, if 
any. 
The business of the road is now 


the heaviest in its history, aud the rates 
are higher than during the first eight 
months of the year. 
But for the fact 


that the operating expenses continue to 
be heavy the company would be able to 
partially repair the losses suffered thus
